Samuel, the youngest of 
the brothers, is in the penitentiary 
at Michigan City. Frank emigratod 
to New Mextco, where he found em- 
ployment as stage driver, and aſter- 
ward located numereus claims. Small 
pox swept over the mining camp in 
which he lived and he was one of its 
victims. Soon after his death the 
miniog claims in which he was inter- 
ested became very valuable. He 
never married and his three brothers 
were his only heirs. In January last 
Daniel Murphy of St. Louis, mail con- 
tractor, set out to buy up the mining 
interests of Frank McCain’s beirs. 


g The brothers were poor, and knew 


nothing ot the value of the property, 
and were willing to take whatever 
Mr. Murphy was willing to give. 
James was found working in 
the depehs of an Indiana coal mine 
and his interest obtained for $1,000. 
Alexander made a better bargain and 
got $3,000 down and $2,000 on time. 
Soon after Alexander made what 
seemed to him a very good sale, he 
became aware that his brother’s estate 
included some of the best mining 
properties in New Mexico. He there- 


the deed obtained from him by Mur- 
phy, on the ground of fraud and mis- 
representation. The case is now pend- 
ing in the Circuit Court and will come 
on for trial at the next term. The 
mines involyed are said to be worth 
more than $1,000,000 and stocked at 
much more than that figure. 


The London Explosion—The Ex- 
citement Still Unabated. 
NEW York, March 17. 
A London special dispatch says: 
Crowd upon crowd of excited London 
ers are streaming to-day along St. 
James Park, Downing and Parliament 
streets, or across Westminster bridge, 
to geta view of the ruins of the gov- 
ernment buildings. The excitement 
has increased rather than subsided. 
Popular feeling is profoundly stirred 
with anger, being exaggerated by a 
sense of alarm and by the report 
cabled from New York intimating that 
the outrage was planned and directed 
there. It is already evident that a 
resolute attempt will be made to iden- 
tify the section ofthe Irish Nation- 
alists in the United States with the 
occurrence, and some very plain rep- 
resentations will be made by the State 
Department at Washington on the 
subject of shielding plotters who con- 
tinue their deadly schemes against 
the lives and property of the subjects 
ofa friendly power. 
The Houses ef Parliament and the 
Government officers, the Scotland 
Yard detectives and a large number of 
special offivers are busily at work en- 
deavoring to find some clue by 
which to trace the perpetrators of the 
crime, and rumors are current to-night 
that several arrests have been made. 
Police patrols are at every point and 
guards are kept in the barracks. The 
authorities have ordered a scientific 
analysis of the explosive used. They 
have not yet been able to decide how 
the explosive was fired. There is 
an enormous crowd gathered at the 
scene of the explosion, which was vis- 
ited to-day by the Duke of Cambridge 
Mormons Jubilant Over Their Vic- 
tery. 
Saut LAKE, March 17. 
Cannon and Caine, Mormon ex-del- 
egate and delegate, arrived in the city 
last night from Washington, and were 
met at the depot by a crowd of Mor- 
mons headed by two bands.

NEW PARLOR AMUSEMENT. 


Two Rivals for a Woman's Love 
Have a Bloody Prize Fight in a 
Parlor. 

PITTsBURG, Pa., March 16. 

A prize fight of thirty-six rounds 

took place in the parlor of Colonel 

Roh mes’ residence near Altoona, early 

this morning, between John O'Neal of 

Pittsburg and James Kohn of Phila- 

delphia for a purse of $1,000. The bat- 

tle was as desperate as any ever wit- 
nessed in Pennsylvania. The fight 
was the outgrowth of an old grudge 
over a lady whom both love and whom 

O'Neal married. It was witnessed by 

thirty persons. When they took their 

places iu the ring, which was chalked 
out on the carpet, O'Neal offered 
bis band to Kohn, but it was refused. 

O'Neal then said: That settles it. 

Now if I cen knock daylight out of 

youl will do it and have no mercy.” 

Kohn laughed and said: You areat 

liberty to do so, providing you can.“ 

This ended preliminaries. O'Neal lit 

out a right-hander, catching Kohn on 

the nose, and drew first blood. Kobn 

did not fall, however, and for fully 

five minutes they slugged away at 

each otber, at the end of which time 
they were both exhausted and retired 
to their corners with no apparent ad- 
vantage on either side. In the second 
round, after fighting about five 
minutes, O'Neal succeded in hitting 

Kohn in the mouth, drawing blood and 

sending him to the floor. In the 
third round no heavy blows were ex- 
changed and the round was declared 

a draw, as were also the fourth, fifth 

and sixth. When time was called for 
the seventh round Kohn came into 
the ring with a very determined look 

on his face. After fighting a few min- 
utes he succeeded in catching O'Neal 
under the chin and floored him. This 
made the Philadelphians go wild and 
they promptly took all money offered 
by the Pittsburgers, some going so far 
asto offer odds. The eighth round 
lasted 10 minutes and was a fine dis- 
play ofscience. Each struck viciously 
at the other. Kohn came to the scratch 
for the 9th time with his face wreath- 
ed with smiles, but before he could 
get into proper position was rolled 
over on the floor. O'Neal, flushed 
with success, cried out as he came to 
the scratch forthe llth time, that he 
was going to hit Kobn hard this time, 
but the Philadelphian was on his 
guard, and O'Neal caught a lett-hander 
that caused him to tumble against the 
wall. The round resulted in a draw 
and the three succeeding resulted in 
quick knock-downs for Kohn. In 
the next three rounds O'Neal got in 
his work effectually. The nineteenth 
resulted in a draw, but inthe twen- 
tieth O'Neal sent Kohn to the floor 
with such force as to seriously injure 
his jaw. After this the feeling was 
general that O'Neal was the best man, 
but Kohn stood up bravely for the 
sixteenth round. At the end of the 
thirty-sixth round both his eyes were 
closed and he was used up so badly 
that he was glad to throw up the 
sponge. O'Neal escaped with com- 

paratively a whole skin. The mill

A Commercial Crisis in Canada--- 
Failures in Various Branches 
of Business. 

MONTREAL, March 16. 

The commercial situation here is of 
a most depressing character. Each 
day brings its catastrophe in the fail- 
ure of some of the oldest and supposed 
soundest firms inthecity. It was at 
first beileved the dry goods and tobac- 
conists were the only lines likely to 
be embarassed. That turns out, how- 
ever, to be a fallacy, as shoe manufac- 
turerers and shippers are deeply 
embarrassed. Yesterday rumors were 
circulated that an extensive butter and 
cheese firm with connections in Chi- 
cago and other cities was about to sus- 
pend. The head denied the rumor, 
but to-day it is evident the crisis has 
arrived, asa metting was held in the 
Bank of Montreal to consider whether 
the latter would extend further help 
to carry on the business. The firm’s 
shipments have been gigantic. The 
liabilities are estimated at $500,000, 
but the assets are large in propor- 
tion. Another great house in the 
grain and provision export trade is 
also on the eve of suspension. 
It bas connections chiefly in Chicago 
and the West. The third house, in 
the same line as the first, is under a 
cloud. The rea! estate belonging to the 
partners was passed over to their 
wives. Itis looked upon with great 
suspicion here. Several French Ca- 
nadian wholesale grocers are also re- 
ported in difficulties, but are trying to 
get an extension oftime. The crisis 
has been brought on by over-impor- 
tation and undue competition. 


Trouble Anticipated in France. 

Paris, March 17. 
Twenty-two Communist banquets 
and meetings are announced for to- 
morrow in various parts oi the city. 
It is probable that Anarchists will not 
meet in the Champ de Mars, as was 
expected, but will choose another 
place unknown to the Government.

New York, March 16. 

The Tribune, which probably echoes 
the sentiments of eastern Americans, 
says of Egan & Co.: It is plain that 
these Irish blatherskites in New York 
are consumed with envy atthe good 
luck of Sheridan, whose extradition 
is talked of. Notoriety is what they 
seok,and to gain it they would confess 
to anything. It isto be hoped that 
the English people will rate the utter- 
ances of these vain cowards at their 
true value, which is nothing, surely. 
Whatever may have been the origin 
of the explosion it was most skillfully 
planned in execution and effect. The 
person or persons who planted the 
mine selected a quiet spot, yet within 
easy gunshot of the Parliament build- 
ings and the great public offices. The 
police do not disguise their belief that 
an informer will be forthcoming, as in 
the Phoenix Park outrage. The only 
thing that can be credited with cer- 
tainty at present is that the dynamite 
in Charles street has exploded, fora 
time at least, the hopes of the Irish 
Parliamentary party.
